THE CONSTITUTIONAL POINT 
IN A NEW PIT ASK. 

Tho Lieut-Governor, asis well known, 
has been absent from the Capital for a 
period extending over some six weeks. 
At the present writing he is rusticating 
somewhere in Cowichan district and we 
speak advisedly when we make the 
statement that he was no nearer Vic- 
toria then Cowichan on the 9th 
day of Augustr — the date the recent 
proclamation, which purports to have 
been signed by him, bears. Now, if 
tho proclamation was really signed by 
the Governor on tho Oth of August at 
Cowichan (as has been asserted) how 
does it happen that tho proclamation 
also purports to havo been signed by 
him at Victoria on the same day ? Is 
the Governor gifted with ubiquity? 
Can ho appear in. two places at ono 
and tho same time? And if ho affixed 
his signature to tho proclamation at 
Cowichan on tho 9th of August, when 
where and how was tho signature wit- 
nessed by the Registrar of the Supremo 
Court? And who affixed the Great 
Seal of the Province and when ? Let 
us see what the proclamation says : — 

' 'NOW KNOW YE, that for diyors causes 
and considerations, and taking into consi- 
deration tho caso and convonienco of Our 
loving subjects, Wo havo thought fit, by 
and with the advico of Our Executive 
Council of tho Provinco of British Col- 
umbia, to relieve you, and each of you, of 
your attondanco at tho time aforesaid ; 
hereby convoking, and by these presents 
enjoining you, and each of you, that on 
MONDAY, the ELEVENTH day of tho 
month of. OCTOBER next, you meet Ub 
in Our said Legislature or Parliament of 
Our said Provinco, at Our City of Vic- 
toria, and theroin to do as may soom nec- 
essary. Herein fail not. 
" In Testimony Whukkov, Wo have 
causod theso Our Letters to he mado 
Patent, and tho Great Seal of tho 
said Provinco to bo horennto affixed: 
Witness the Honourable Albert 
Norton Richards, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Our Said Provinco of British 
Columbia, in Our City of Victoria in 
Our said Province, this Ninth day 
of August, in the year of Our Lord 
Ono thousand eight hundred and 
-eighty, and in the forty-fourth year 
of Our Reign. 
"By Command. 

" James Charles Pkevost, 
. , " Registrar, Supreme Court." 
This seems regular enough. On its 
face it bears the appearance of authen- 
ticity, and the Governor's authority is 
duly attested by the Registrar. So 
far so good ; but when we come to ana- 
lyze it .we discover tho objection which 
wo have raised above. The document 
afl'ects to havo been signed at Victoria! 
when it is well known to everyone that 
the Governor has not been at Victoria 
for at least a month. Oh, will say 
some apologist for the government, tho 
Registrar might have traveled to Cow- 
ichan to obtain tho Governor's authori- 
zation. Very true; he might have 
done so ; but. he did not ; and more- 
over, the Great Seal did not leave its 
custppary repository during the whole 
month of August. Besides, is it not 
asserted in v. tho proclamation that 
it was done at Victoria on tho 
date which it bears ? Theso are im- 
portant points in connection with the 
most important constitutional matter 
that has agitated the country since 
Confederation and they cannot be too 
forcibly and frequently laid before the 
country. Apart entirely from the 
failure to publish the proclamation on 
the day required by law and precedent 
— which is, in itself, sufficient to make 
the late House "a perfect nullity" — it 
will soon be asked in a quarter that 
has a right to ask the question, whether 
a properly authenticated and genidne 
proclamation farther proroguing the 
House has yet made its appearance? 
Whetlutr the, Lieut-Governor did sign 
and affix the Great Seal AT VIC- 
TORIA to the proclamation dated the

.! The Salmon Quostion. 

In answer to several inquiries Prof. 
Hind's letter on the .scarcity of salmon 
this season, was reproduced in tho 
Daily Telegraph. The subject of which 
it treats has engaged the attention of 
Mr. Mowatt, Inspector of Fisheries on 
tho Restigoiiche. He has addressed a 
long letter on the subject to tho Mira- 
michi AdWiice, in which, " without dis- 
puting tho authority of Prof. Hind," 
ho makes several points derived from 
his own experience. He does not ac- 
cept Prof. Hind's theory that some 
salmon are biennial (.pawners, and says 
that at least no such salmon, visit the 
Bay Chalcur rivers. His experience 
has been that salmon deposit, thoir 
spawn with remarkable uniformity "be- 
tween the 10th and 20th Octobor an- 
nually, and go to sea within ten days 
afterwards. During seven years the 
time of spawning has not varied moro 
than two days, even though the salmon 
chanced to como three weeks earlier 
than usual. Mr. Mowatt think* that 
salmon do not visit tho rivers for mere- 
ly sanitary purposes without spawning 
on alternate years as Professor Hind 
has intimated that some do. He bo- 
lieves that three-fourths of tho ova de- 
posited by the female never fructify, 
this being principally due to the rapid 
water carrying away the male milt be- 
fore coming in contact with the egg, 
also, probably to a want or excess of 
males. This is in strong contrast with 
the artificial production in the fish- 
breeding establishments, where 95 per 
cont. of the eggs can be made fruitful, 
and affords a strong reason for tho ex- 
istence and continuance of these iristi 
tutions. Mr. Mowatt furnishes an in 
torcsting incident in support of the 
now generally accepted theory that all 
salmon return to the identical rivers in 
which thoy were originally produced : 
That overy river has its own fish, is 
certain and that every fish finds its own 
river, and knows it — and 1 believe also 
knows the portion of it where it passed 
its young days — I believe also. 1 saw 
a peculiarly marked fish, having three 
old spear wounds on one aide, while 
boating in the fall of 18C7. She was 
spawning on the bar at Larry's Gulch. 
The next fall, not five yards from the 
same place, myself and men again saw 
her. In the Juno of the following 
year I found her in Mr. Haddow's ice- 
house at Athol House, taken in a net 
there. Her weight wns 33 lbs. The 
three scars or cicatrices on one side 
were so marked that there was no pos- 
sibility of mistaking the fish. — Ihdifa.e 
Telegraph. -

The annual competition for this trophy, 
took place simultaneously at this city,- 
Now Westminnier and Nanaimo on Satur- 
day last. The weather at the three places 
was anything but propititious. At Clovor 
Point a strong wind prevailed from tho 
southeast, at Nanaimo rain fell heavily 
and at New Westminster the i downfall 
was most unusual for this time of the year. 
Thehighest score here was mado by Sorgt. 
Butler, Y.G. A., with 42 points, at Now 
Westminster privato Roaoniade38, and at 
Nanaimo thotopscorowas Thain's 31. Pre- 
vious to tho competition tho cup \v/ts hold 
by Capt. Fletcher, V.R., who securod it 
with a score of 47, but this yoar succeed- 
ing only in placing 31 to his credit. Tho 
trophy, therefore, passes toSergt. Butler, 
who will have to win it next year to be- 
come its actual possessor. Tho firing took 
placo from tho 300 and GOO yards ranges, 
seven shots at each, and tho highest pos- 
sible score was 70. No good totals were 
made, a fact which may be attributed to 
tho unfavorable condition of tho elements. 
On tho 11th hist, the Douglas Cup— pro- 
sonted by Mr. J. W. Douglas as a mem- 
orial trophy of his esteemed father, tho 
lato Sir Jas. Douglas, K.C.B., — will bo 
firod for simultaneously at Clover Point, 
Nanaimo and Now Westminster. The 
ranges for this prizo are 200, 500 and COO 
yards, and it will bo competed for annual- 
ly. Sir Ja3. Douglas was tho first colonol 
of volunteers in this Provinco under the 
colonial regime and as ho always identifi- 
ed himself with voluntoor movements the 
cup is an appropriate souvenir and will be 
duly approciatod by the marksman who 
is fortunate enough to win it. 

Tho Ohiaoso Evil at Honolulu. 

By filos of Honolulu papers it appears 
that a lively contest has been going on 
lately in tho islands with regard to the 
Chinese question. The pro-Chinese part}', 
hoadod by Cesar Colso Moreno, have evi- 
dently succeeded in capturing King Kala- 
kaua, although tho majority of the legis- 
lature, tho better portion of tho foreign 
and native population and tho press 
strongly opposed them. Tho king has 
dissolved two cabinets opposed to his 
wishes, and formed a third headed by 
Moreno. Meantime loading commercial 
interests have 1 signod petitions to foreign 
ministers and other officials, and brought 
so strong a pressure to bear that the king 
found it necossary to withdraw from his 
position, and Moreno and his confreres, 
after five days' loaso of power, gave up 
their portfolios. Tho principal point of 
issue was tho question of subsidizing a 
line of Chinese steamers, Moreno having 
been sent to the islands by the Chinese to 
further their dosigns.

During the lust day or two the hauls of 
salmon have improved, and more boats 
have been employed in the quest. A few 
cohoes arc beginning to appear, indicat- 
ing the early appearanco of this run. 

13usiness throughout the city is begin- 
ning to improve; storekeepers aro gener- 
ally in hotter spirits and the streets as- 
sumo a moro animated appearance. Tho 
gonoral impression is that tho period of 
business depression is over and affairs, 
generally, are taking an upward turn. 

We are informed by a member of an 
exploring party who havo boon examin- 
ing a portion of the mainland and ad- 
jacent islands that thoy havo discovorod 
an extensive seam of anthracite coal. They 
also found line marble — black streaked 
with white— very superior sandstone and 
a great deposit of fire-clay.

— A dispatch from 
Januna, Aug. 20th, states that the ad- 
vanced guard of Albanian irregulars 
which tho league decided to send to 
the frontier, has still much to do, for 
trustworthy news had reached Janena 
that three bodies of Greek volunteers 
were only waiting for a propitious mo- 
ment to invade Turkish territory. 
The porte, continues its armament, in 
Thessaly and Epirus. 

Ragusa, Aug. 28. — Biza rnshn as- 
sombled chiefs of the Albanian league 
at Scutari on the 24 th insfc. As they 
refused to yield to his demand in re- 
gard to the cession of territory to 
Montenegro he sought to detain them 
in arrest, but tho inhabitants rescued 
them and threatened Riza Pasha -with 
death, 

Dublin, Aug. 28 — The weather con- 
tinues all that could bo desired for 
harvest. Brilliant sunshine has been 
the rule during the last three weeks. 
The larger portion of the grain is now- 
cut and half has nlready been oleared 
from tho fields. 

London, Aug. 2S. — Thohause of lords 
fixed the third reading of the employers' 
liability bill on Tuesday, whou it will 
probably pass, but in a form which 
the houso of commons will not be dis- 
posed to accept. A second reading of 
the hares' and rabbits' bill has been 
fixed for Monday. The carl of Redes- 
dale will move its rejection, but it is 
probable that a majority will prefer 
to amend it by empowering a tenent 
to contract with the landlord regarding 
respective ground gamo rights. Such 
an amendment tho government could 
not accept, as it would substantially 
destroy the bill. 

At the end of autumn a llieeting 
of conservatives will bo held under tho 
auspices of Lord Beaconsfield and mem- 
bers of the late government, to advise 
the various conservative associations

Tho houso of lords this evening 
passed the employers' liability bill as 
amended in that body. A motion to 
reinstate a section entitling claims to 
be preferred against an employer in 
case of injury caused by negligence on 
tho part of any person in the service 
of such employer, was negatived with- 
out division. 

Paris, Aug. 31. — Newspapers an- 
ncunco that the police will to-day visit 
Josuit scliolastio institutions through- 
out Franco to execute tho decrees 
against unauthorized congregations. At 
a Josuit establishment at- Dijon yoster- 
day the police found only ono regular 
priest, who is now director of the estab- 
lishment, and one Jesuit, representing 
the society in its civil capacity as pro- 
prietor of the building. It is bolieved 
that tho police will find all establish- 
ments of the society similarly evacu- 
ated. 

Threo large Jesuit schools in Paris 
have been entirely evacuated and tho 
authorities have walled up the doors of 
the establishments. New civil direc- 
tors havo already been installed in tho 
vacant posts. It is rumored that tho 
government and various unauthorised 
religious confraternities havo agreed 
upon tho torms of a letter which is to 
take tho place of a demand for tho 
authorization hithsrto required by 
law. By this lettor the heads of 
schools will bind themselves to hold 
aloof from political questions and not 
to take an attitude of hostility towards 
tho present order of things. 

Rome, Aug. 31. — The pope has as- 
sented to the proposal that a portion of 
tho French Jesuits should form a so- 
ciety for propagation of the faith in 
Central Africa. 

Berlin, Aug. 31. — Princo Bismarck 
and the Prince of Roumania have dis- 
cussed the advisability of making Rou- 
mania a kingdom. Germany favors 
this step. 

Constantinople, Aug. 31. — Alban- 
ian chiefs declare that when the ships 
appear Albanians will enter Montene- 
gro and retake Podgoritza. Riza Pasha, 
tho Turkish commander, reports the 
stato of affairs to be very critical and 
Albanians much excited. Riza Pasha's 
house is guarded by 1500 soldiers. 

A correspondent writes that the Al- 
banians are arriving in Dulcigno in 
small numbers. About 2,500 are now 
there. He believes that the powers 
will have to land troops to make a set-, 
tlement.

— It is de- 
clared in well informed circles that the 
announcement of the conclusion of an 
offensive and defensive alliance be- 
tween Servia and Bulgaria is unfound- 
ed. 

St. Petersburg, Aug 31.— It is 
confidently stated that Gisn. Skobeloff 
has only 2500 men. It may bo pre- 
sumed that offensive operations on a 
largo scale are not likely for some time. 

AFGHANISTAN AND BRITISH 
INDIA. 

London, Aug. 30. — The garrisons of 
Khelate, Khilzai and Candahar will in- 
crease Gonoral Roberts' force to 15,- 
000 men. Of these 1000 will probably 
remain in tho citadel of Candahar, 
leaving 14,000 available for an attack 
on Ayoob Khan. 

A dispatch from Cramin Sunday, 
says: Gen. | Roberts marched from 
Khelat Ghilzar for Candahar on the 
25th inst. He took -with him all tho 
British garrison and handed over the 
fort to the ameer's officials. Ho ex- 
pected to roach Candahar Monday and 
attack Yakoob Khan on Tuesday. He 
has sent a plan of combined action 
with Gen. Pha-vra if the latter can 
reach Tokhil Pul on Monday. This, 
however, is impossible in consequence 
of the scarcity of food and forago and 
the -wholesale desertion of drivers. 
TakhtiPul iefSf/ miles south of Cnndahar 



The Standard has. the following 
from Bombay: There was a great scare 
at Kurache Sinde on Friday in conse- 
quence of reports by natives that 1500 
Pathans had - assembled on the hills 
and meditated an attack. Arms wer* 
distributed to the whites and roinfoi> 
ments ordered up, but the night passed 
quietly and residents were disarmed 
Saturday. 

A correspondent of the Times at 
Bombay telegraphs that sorious appre- 
hensions aro entertained at Kurache 
because a steamer, conveying threo 
companies of reinforcements to that 
place, was ordored to go with full 
steam. Trouble is expocted on the 
Scindo frontier. 

Simla, Aug. 30. — The retirement of 
Gon. Stewart's forces was practically 
completed without injury to the health 
of the troops and in porfoct order. 

London, Aug. 30. — General Roberts, 
in his message to Lord Hartington, 
says that ho arrived at Khelat Ghilzai 
on tho 23d. Ho had abundant sup- 
plies and could make forago last until 
Septemboi 1st. He would rest ou tho 
24th and start on the 25th, and hoped 
to telegraph from Candahar by tho 
29th. General Roberts left Ghuznte 
on tho Gth, and had inarched 130 miles 
in eight days. His march had been 
unopposed. He had obtained plonty of 
supplies and forage, and cavalry and 
artillery horses were in good order. 

Tho British political officer at Canda- 
har telographs that tho country is 
quieting down. A yoob's force is reduced 
to regulars and a small number of 
Ghazia. It is reported that ho wishes 
to retreat to Garaf and Cirshk, but is 
prevented by Cabul troops. Tho siegs 
is practically raised. A large quantity 
of food was brought in yesterday. 

London, Aug. 31. — The viceroy of 
India, in a telegram, states that tribal 
gatherings threaten tho communication 
of Gen. Phayre. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Neav York, Aug. 30. — Justice Wan- 
dell, of the east market police court, 
this morning fined a young man $5 for 
throwing a atone at a Chinaman who 
ejected him from a laundry. The pris- 
oner's counsel offered in defence the 
prisoner's respectability and alleged 
that tho Chineso were well known fal- 
sifiers. "Now stop right where yo» 
are," replied the justice, "this is not 
San Francisco. A Chinaman in New 
York will be protected by me every 
t'me." 

New York, Aug. 31. — Victorious 
turners of Milwaukee, who took a 
largo number of prizes in Europe ovor 
all European turners, are on tho ship 
Hoeden expected to-day, A grand re- 
ception will be tendered them.

Washington, Aug. 20. — The an- 
nouncement of the death of the TJte 
chief, Ouray, removes all hope of the 
treaty being signed. 

Lowell, Aug. 29. — An accident oc- 
curred on the Lowell it Lawronco rail- 
road Saturday night by which five 
youths of this city lost their lives. A 
Caledonian picnic was held during the 
day at Smith's grove in the town of 
Andovor, where these men had been 
participating. Either for lack of money 
or for sport thoy contrived to clamber 
on top of a passenger car iu tho train 
which left Lawrence at 7. 30 p. ' m 
When tho train reached Sprague's 
bridge, seven miles from this city, in 
the township of Tewksborry, all five 
were swept off and killed. There is a 
space of 22 inches betwoon the cars 
and the bridge roof, therefore it is 
conjectured that the lads were sitting 
up when struck. 

Tho National View, which devoted 
all its energies to working for fusion, 
has been converted by tho result in 
Alabama and publishes an appeal to 
the Maine greenbackers to desert the 
democrats who havo always played 
them false and are wholly untrust- 
worthy.
